They're the songwriters who won 
Oscars (best song and best 
score) for “Mary Poppins, 
that most magical of mu- 
sicals, And they've 
doublehandedly enlivened | 
over 27 Disney films | 
including “The Happiest 
Millionaire,” “Bon Voyage,” 
“The Aristocats,” and | 
“Bedknobs and Broom- 
sticks.” 

Asked what they'd call a | 
song about their careers, 
they immediately answer 
“Serendipity!” 

'ortune. breaks, being in 
the right place at the right 
time? elaborates Dick Sher- 
man as he and older brother 
Bob reminisce in their 
studio.

36 songs the Shermans wrote for her, 
and eventually led to a TV assignment 
from Walt Disney—certainly what they 
consider the luckiest break of their 
careers. 

“Walt started us writing songs for 
productions, and that's what we've 
done ever since,” Dick says. 

“Walt didn't want singing heads. He 
would say “What's happening? What's 
happening? and bang on his chair with 
his hand, He liked our songs because 
they were visual. We could imagine 
how a song would look on 
screen—not just how it 
would sound. 

“We'd come in with one as- 
signment and go away with 
two. It was ‘Can you write 
Mexican songs?’ ‘Sure, sure!" 
"What do you know about 
| horses?’ ‘Lots, lots’ ‘Good, go 
| write me a Mexican horse 
| song!’ 

“The key to writing for 
Walt Disney was to say, ‘Sure, 
we can do it; and then go out 
and learn how to do it— 
FAST!” 

Asked how they work, they 
agree that “its hard to say 
which of us does what. It's 
really mutual creation.

At the close of the fair all four shows 
were transported to Disneyland, where 
they became popular attractions: Great 
Moments with Mr. Lincoln, General 
Electric's Carousel of Progress (later 
moved to Walt Disney World), It's a Small 
World, and Primeval World.

Back in the 1950s when 3-D was 
introduced, Walt Disney made the first 


3-D cartoon, “Adventures in Music— 
Melody" (1953). It was followed by a 
Donald Duck cartoon, "Working for 
Peanuts" (1953), and a program shown at 
Disneyland called “3-D Jamboree" (1956). 
Now there is a much-advanced 3-D film, 
“Magic Journeys; showing at EPCOT 
Center and Disneyland.
